The Judge who convicted him and punished 
him is Henry D. Laughlin. The fine assessed 
against him has never been paid, and the 
prosecution against Clark would still be 
pending had not Mayor Noonan, his friend, 
arbitrarily diverted the cause of justice by 
ordering the clerks of the court to drop 
the proceeding fromtheir dockets, when he 
foliowed Judge Laughlin on the bench. 

WILL REPUDIATE CLARK. 

**At to-night’s meeting of the Central Com- 
mittee,’’ said Committeeman Harris to-day, 
‘‘a resolution will be introduced censuring 
Clark for refusing to withdraw after he had 
promised todo. The committee cannot take 
him off the ticket, as somg people suppose. 
The convention is supreme, and the nomina- 
tians are in_ no way under the committee’s 
control afte? theeonvention makes them. All 
the power we havewith regard to nomina- 
tionsis to fill a yacancy. We thought we 
would have this to do to-night, as Clark gave 
everybody to understand yesterday that he 
intended to withdraw. Now, he says that 
he intends to stick, influenced. I hear, by 
the promise of John O’Neill’s supportand a 
check for $10,000, and the committee can only 
take some action that will show what the 
party thinks of Clark and protect the rest of 
the candidates on the fcket. Those with 
whom 1 have talked think that the resolu- 
tion willaccomplish everything possible to 
us, and we will have to depend on the voters 
of the city for the rest.’’ 

- HOW BUTLER NOMINATED CLARK. 

Mr. Clark stands before Recorder of Voters 
James L. Carlisie, by the certificate of Thos. 
E. Barrett, Secretary of the Democratic City 
Convention, as the nominee of that conven- 
tion for the office of Circuit Attorney. In 
fact heis, by right he isnot. There were 193 
votes’ fm the convention, To nominate 
ninety-seven votes were necessary. Be- 
fore tize convention got to the nomination of 
Circuit Attorney, a careful canvass of the 
delegations showed that Carl Otto had some- 
thing like 125 votes and Ciark was hopelessly 
behind, The delegates tothe convention had 
all been informed of the existence of that 
page in the court dockets, and not even his 
personal friends could delude themselves 
with the hope that they could elect a candl- 
date who had not only been convicted of em- 
bezzlement, but had not paid society the 
penalty it demands for law-breaking. When 
Ed Butler and City Attorney Butler, 
his son, ¢ame around to the convention, 
they found that their scheme to put Clark on 
the ticket was frustrated. They did not 
abandon it, even then. Quietly they went 
around among the delegations, reminded 
them th&t they had promised to vote for 
Clark and | pretended to acquiesce in the de- 
cision that the ticket couldn’t stand him. 
But eo pa for a few complimentary 


votes, so that Clark would not be bitterly 
humiliated. Most of the delegates readily 
promised |that. The Butlers then got the 
wards which they controlled absolutely to 
vote solidly for Clark. R. W. Goode was 


“nominated, when the convention gottothe 


Circuit Attorneyship, and the few scattering 
yvyotes castifor him, as well asa slight diver- 
sion, wae nm by Hugh Brady’s peculiar at- 
tempt to casi the vote of the Sixteenth Ward 
for him, prevented the delegates from seeing 
how Clark was stealing up to Otto and be- 
yond him till the ballot was announced. 
That nonmiinated Clark. He got 99 votes to 
Otto’s 89, Goode getting only 5. So 
close as the voting and 50 
fearful om conspirators that they would fail 


in their effort to give Clark the nomination 
on the first ballot, knowing that the second 
would nominate Otto, that Secretary Bar- 
rett, who was in the plot with the Butlers, 
made a bold attempt to rob an eight vote 
ward of four Otto votes and count them for 
Clark by making, in a_low tone, the wrong 
announcement to the Recording Secretaries 
behind him, of the declaration from 
the wand.

CLARK’S CONFESSIONS. 

**] determined to do this at a meeting of 
leading members of the party vesterday,’’ 
said he. ‘‘I shall go and see Judge Valliant at 
11 o’clock, and immediately afterwards send 
in my resignation to Dr. Lutz. I admit that 
ten years agol drank and did about as many 
things asaman could do. Since that I 
have ed to lead a consistent 
Christian life, I have joined the 
church, and conducted myself as a man of 
integrity. 

Mr. Olark spoke in this strain for some 
time, but dia not’mention the case of embez- 
zliement against him.

I 
collected $10 and afterwards she came to me 
to getit. I said, ‘Look here, Madam, did you 
not tell melcould haveallthe money I col- 
lected from this man?’ and refused to give 
ittoher. Sheapplied fora warrant and the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, who was not 
avery good friend to mine or he wouldn’t 
have done it, gave her the war- 
rant. I told Judge Noona all about 
the case and he ordered the 
Clerk to strike it of the docket. Then Noonan 
wentawayona trip, ahd Judge Laughiin 
was appointed provisional judge of the 
Court. This womancameto him abvut her 
case, and I went to him and explained it. 
He said he understood perfectly, but then the 
woman had made out a technical case, a 
mere technical case, and funder the circum- 
stances he had nothing to do but to enter a 
SMallifine. When Noonan came back I told 
him all about the matter, and he said to the 
clerk: ‘‘Here, Idon’t wan’t youto carry this 
case on the docket any longer.

JUDGE VALLIANT AND CLARK. 

From the time of the writing, Thursday 
night, to which Mr. Clark alluded, Judge Val- 
liant had been selected by him as his adviser 
and vindicator, because of the Judge’s stand- 
ing as one of the -strongest and most unas- 
sallable candidates on the ticket. After this 
meeting Judge Valliant came to the POosT- 
DISPATCH Office and said that Mr. Clark had 
agreed to write his resignation and have it in 
his hands at 11 u’clock Friday. At that hour 
Mr. Clark called at Judge Valliant’s office in 
Court-room-No. 5 at the Court-house, anda 
POST- DISPATCH representative was asked to 
come in. 

‘*‘] have been assured by the editors 
of the Post-Dispatcn,’’ said Judge Val- 
liant, ‘*that the paper has no desire to crit- 
icise a private citizen, and Mr. Clark tells me 
that he has fully made up his mind and wiil 
write his resignation this afternoon.’’ 

Mr. Clark said th's was true. He had not 
had time to write it or it would have been in 
Judge Valliant’s hands then. 

‘*] presume, then,’’ saia Judge Vaillant, 
**that we may consider the whole question 
as closed,’’ and with that the three sepa- 
rated. 

An hour afterward Mr. Clark, accompanied 
by Jesse A. McDonald, paid a visit to the 
POST-DISPATCH office, repeated his plea of 
confession and avoidance, and asked 
if the paper would discuss his record 
if he went off the ticker, He 
was assured thatthe paper had nothing to 
do with his past life, so long as he did not 
appear onaticket as a candidate. In the 
latter capacity the paper owed a duty to its 
readers which would be discharged. Mr. 
Clark seemed much relieved and said that 
the Post-DIsPATCH might announce posi- 
tively thathe would leave the ticket and 
write his resignation that afternoon. With 
this understanding he left the office. 

HIS CHANGE OF MIND. 

Shortly before 3 o’clock a representative 
of the paper again saw Mr. Clark, this time 
at his office. J. P. Vastine, who was sum- 
marily taken off the Republican ticket as a 
candidate for Criminal Judge by a conven- 
tion which had been called for this purpose, 
afternominating him, was just closing a 
long interview with Mr, Clark, having 
urged himtostay onthe Democratic ticket. 
Mr. Clark seemed to have been impressed by 
the arguments Judge Vastine had used. He 
told the PosT-DISPATCH representative that 
he had not written his resignation. In fact, 
inan hour, he had changed his mind com- 
pletely. ‘‘My friends,’’ said he, ‘‘are 
urging me not to leave the ticket this way 
under fire, and gay I wouldn’t do them 
justice. Kob Mc/Sonald has sent me word to 
stick. Chester Krum tells me notto resign. 
I’m hearing from them all around. I 
don’t know what to do. [I want 
to see one more man to whom I am under ob- 
ligation, and then I’ll come over to see you 
again.’’ 

He didnot come, but, after he saw his 
friend, announced that he would stay on the 
ticket. The friend he saw was John O’Neill, 
the Sixth street saloonkeeper, whose place 
was mysteriously burned down this fall. 


LABOR NEWS. 


No Change in the Situation on the Big 
Four. 


COLUMBUS, O,, Oct. 15.—There is no change 
in the strike situationin the Big Four yards 
this morning. A iarge force of police are 
still in the yard, and no‘attempt is made by 
the strikers to interfere withthe running of 
trains. Three men were arrested in the 
yards last night for disorderly conduct. 


Frank Bishop, Chairman of the Strikers’ Ad 
visory Committee, was arrested this morn- 
ing charged with burglarizing a car at Mt. 
Carmel, lll. Although It was reported yes- 
terday that unless the demands ofthe Big 
Four switchmen were granted inside of 
twenty-four hours the switchmen or other 
roads would go out, nosuch action has yet 
been taken. 
— 
BIG FOUR SWITCHMEN. 

CotumsBus, O., Oct. 15.—Frank Bishop, 
Chairman of the Advisory Committee of the 
striking switchmen in the Big Four’s yards, 
was arrested to-day by Murphy & Dickson’s 
Detective Agency on a charge of having 


broken open a freight car at: Mount Carmel, 
lll. .The purpose istotake himthere. Gen- 
erak Superintendent Peck says he has all 
the men he needs, and that there is 
no sign of trouble elsewhere on the line, 
None of the strikers here are visible in the 
yards. Frank McVay was arrested to-day 
for speaking tnsultingly last night to some 
new switchmen. Notice was posted to-day 
that both local freight houses are open to re- 
ceive freigut and that all Kinds of traffic, In- 
cluding cattle and perishable goods, can be 
received elsewhere on the lines for Colum- 
bus. Fifteen trains in all have been moved 
since the strike began. 


CONRAD WAS WILD. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 15.—At a meeting 
of the Stonecutters’ Union last night a'res- 


olution was made to fine a member for viola- 
tion of the rules. Fred Conrad, an excited 
member, drew a revolver and fired ata 
speaker, but his aim Was wild. He turned 
his weapon on the offending member but the 
cartriage failed toexplode, Policemen hear- 
ing the noise rushed in upon the meeting and 
were ordered out because they were not 
members of the association. During their 
endeavor to restore order Conrad escaped. 


NO SIGN OF SETTLEMENT. 

Paris, Oct. 15.—The struggle between: the 
strikers at Carmaux and their employers 
continues with little sign of settlement. The 
Marquis de Solages. Director of Mines, has 
resigned his seat in the Chamber of Deputies, 
saying this action would facilitatea settle- 
mentof the difficulty. Scuffles are contin- 
ually occurring between the gendarmes and 
the strikers and the feeling grows more bDit- 
ter every day.

British Workingmen’s Clubs Will Invade 
| Trafalgar Square. 


THE NEW GOVERNMENT HAMPERED BY 
POLITICAL PLEDGES. 


The Coast of England Swept by a Storm 
— Attempt to Smuggle Chinamen — 
Cregpo’s Government Recognized by 
the United States—Panic Oaused by 
Cholera—General Foreign News. 


Lowrpown, Oct.15.—The workmen’s clubs and 
socialists of cities which figured in the 
Trafalgar Square riots of. five years ago will 
reassert their right to hold public meetings 
there by a monster demonstration, Sunday, 
Nov. 13, with which it is presumed the Gov. 
ernment will notinterfere. No official fnti- 
mation has been made by the Home Office 
that the demonstration will not be per- 
mitted, and the presumption that the Home 
Secretary will not act is based on his assail- 
ing the late . )vernment for preventing the 
meetings. The danger for Mr. Asquith and 
the Government is trat the first demonstra- 
tion on Sunday will give rise to others on 
week-days, when shops and warehouses are 
open, and may lead at some unexpected mo- 
ment to some wild mob of starving wretches, 
thieves and loafers, once, again wrecking and 
looting from Pall Mall to Hyde Park. 
The leaders of the threatened demonstrations 
are the old set, Socialists Hyndman, Ber- 
nard, Shaw and Graham Wallis, Trades 
Unionists Tomman and Tillet, Shaw’s allies 
State thatif the Home Secretary prohibits 
the meetings, they, as aGelegates of the 
London Fabian Society, which embraces all 
ofthe philosophic societies here, will with- 
draw. But Hyndman and the great majority 
of the Workmen’s Club delegates insist upon 
defying the Government prohibition. They 
have been rather embarrassed by receiving 
intimation from several German and French 
Socialist clubs that they will join their ranks 
on the occasion. Two of the most notable 
workmen Socialists, John Burns, M. P., and 
Kew Hardie, M. P., hold aloof from the 
demonstration, fearing that it willembarrass 
the Government and may lead to dangerous 
rioting. 

The Government has determined on a 
wholesale restoration of evicted tenants. 
The commission has been nominated, not to 
inquire whether this ought to be done or how 
far it can be done without gross violation of 
equity, butto draft a scheme to do it some- 
how. Mr. Redingtonis Mr. Morley’s friend 
and confidential adviser.

STORM SWEPT. 


THE BRITISH ISLES AT THE MERCY OF THE 
ELEMENTS, 


Loxrpon, Oct. 15.—The storm that set in 
over Northern England, Scotland and Wales 
night before last threatens to cause as much 
damage as some of the phenomenal gales and 
rains that passed overthe country last au- 
tumn,. The telegraph lines are down in evory 
direction and communication with some of 
the coast towns is greatly interrupted. 
Tidings of disaster continue to be 
received, and loss of life by _ ship- 
wreck is beginning to be reported. The 
fishing yawl James and Robert was capsized 
yesterday ina heavy squall in the Firth of 
Forth, Scotland, into which she was put- 
ting for shelter under short canvas. 
One man was seen clingingtothe bottom of 
the overturned boat, but it was impossible 
for the rescuers to reach him in time to 
save him. Anattempt was made to rescue 
him, but almost before the intending rescuers 
could bear away for him a heavy sea swept 
over the yawl and when it had passed the 
man had disappeared. 

Much damage has been caused by the floods 
in various parts of the country, At Leeds 
the River Ayr has got out of its banks and 
overflowed the adjacent country, In some 
places railways leading into the town are 
submerged tothe depth ofa foot. Houses in 
the lower portions of Leeds and in Fobek and 
on the north side of the Ayr have been 
flooded andin many cases their:occupants 
have left them, fearing thatthey miglit fall. 

So severe is the gale that a numberof 
craft at various places along the-coast have 
been broken from their moorings, though 
extra anchors were put out and sunk after 
being blown hither and thither about the 
harbors. 

At Malton,a townin the North Riding of 
Yorkshire, on the River Derwent, it has 
rained continuously for forty hours and the 
storms shows no sign of abutement. The 
Rye and Derwent Rivers have overflowed 
and the country for miles about Is inun- 
dated. The floods have naturally been most 
disastrous inthe moorlands. Half the crops 
still unharvested are submerged and vast 
areas of pasture land are impassable except 
in boats. 

Much alarm {s felt at Doncaster at the rapid 
rise of River Don, and every precaution is be- 
ing taken against an overfiow. 

A most peculiar accident caused by the flood 
has occurred at Wakefield, on the River Cal- 
der, a few miles south of Leeds. The Crown 
Hotel stands close to the river, and therising 
water undermined the structure and Alled 
the cellars. As it rose the water displaced 
the gas meter, Causinga leaking that soon 
filled the house, An explosion wrecked the 
place. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS, 


ATTEMPT TO SMUGGLE CHINAMEN ACROSS THE 
AMERICAN LINE. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, Oct. 15.—E. H. Twohy, 
Deputy Collector in charge of Bonaventure 
Depot, has observed a great number of Chi- 
namen taking the cars for St. John’s, St. 
Hilaire and other points on the Richelieu 
River. Suspecting a smuggling scheme he 
notified BE. 0. Vankirk, Special Customs In- 
spector at Rouse’s Point, N. Y., and the two 
wento work.Thursday afternoon the Canadian 
barge A. Gravel, Capt. Amos Hamel, from 
Sorel, bound to Albany, N, Y., was seized. 
On examination fully a dozen Chinamen were 
found stowed away in the hold, all of whom, 
together with the captain of the barge, were 
taken into custody and landed in the Platts- 
burg Jail. It is said here that three Cana- 
dians managed the scheme, and that they 
were to receive $50a head for every Celestial 
landed in the United States. 

Ata largely attended meeting of citizens 
last evening a political union club was or- 
ganized. The gathering was enthusiastic, 
anda thoroughly representative one, some 
of the leading professional and business men 
in Toronto being present. The intention of 
the club is to begin active workin distribu- 
ting ana circulating Hterature as well as 
holding public meetings throughout the 
province. .

SOUTHERN REPUBLIOS. 


CRESPO’S GOVERNMENT RECOGNIZED BY THE 
UNITED STATES. 

CARACAS, Venezuela, Oct. 15.—United States 
Minister Scruggs has feceived a cable dis- 
patch from Secretary Of State John W. Fos- 
ter at Washington authorizing him to recog- 
nize the Government of Gen. OCrespoif he 
deems it stable and acceptable to the people 
of V enezuela. 

Prof. Pickering of Harvard telegraphs from 
Arequippa, Peru, as follows: 

‘*Jupiter’s fourth sateliite is very dark now. 
The third satellite is girdled by avery dark 
beltin the northern hemisphere, inclined 
20 deg. to the orbit, It can best be 
seen during transit. The second satellite is 
probably not spherical. “Whe first satellite is 
exg-shaped and revolvesend over end nearly 
in the orbital sphere.’* _— 

A special from Valparaiso says: ‘‘Ex-Pres- 
ident Pelligreni, in taking leave of Congress, 
was met with a storm of whistling and some 
stones were thrown. In his farewell address 
he said that he had dome the best he could 
for his country ann to maintain order. This 
statement was greeted by the Radicals with 
ironical cheers. The new Cabinet is regarded 
favorably, but much afxtety is felt asto 
their policy. Vice-President Uribu proposes 
to insist upon the Senate holding a session. 
Pena and his Ministers refuse to talk for pub- 
lication. Gen. Litre has Been named Chief of 
the Army. 

An Argentine warship has been sent to the 
gold flelds of the South ana the Chilian Gov- 
ernment will also send a Vessel and a detach- 
ment of soldiers to look after Chillan inter- 
ests there. Chili will also appoint a Governor 
for the Lennox Islands, Where the largest 
amount of gold has been found. 

Kolivia has entered intOuan agreement with 
Argentina on the question of limitation be- 
tween the Peru-French protocol, which has 
been approved by both Houses of the Chillan 
Congress, and the Presidént’s signature will 
be appended early next week. 

The publication .of the statistics on ex- 
portation for the fiscai year enaged June last, 
goes to support the statement of the contin- 
ued progress of Mexico. The exports 
amounted to $75,467,000, a gain over the pre- 
vious year of more than $12,500,000. The larg- 
est gain was in precious metals anda gain 
was also made in tobacco, lead, zacatan 
woods, marble, skins, Wheat and vanilla. 
There was a decrease fm coffee, copper, 
chickle andhunuen. This year there will be 
larger exports of coffee and hennequin. The 
report is regarded by bankers as demonstrat- 
ing the continued prosperity of the country. 
The United States take 66 per cent of all Mex- 
ican exports. : 


GENERAL FORBIGN NEWS. 
PANIC IN A THEATER CAUSED BY A CHOLERA 
SCARE. 


BupA Presta, Oct. 15.—A highly exciting 
scene occurred to-night ina place of enter- 
tainment in this city. Whilethe perform- 
ance wasin progress in the opera-housea 
woman, who occupied a seat in the gallery, 
suddenly became very fil and every one in 
the house was attracted by her moans and 
struggles. Ina short time < was discovered 
that she had been attacked with cholera. In 
avery short time the place was in an up- 
roar. The.people rose from their seats en 
masse,and a panic ensued. A rush was 
made for the doors, and in the mad scramble 
to éscape many persons were Dadly bruised. 
Inthe mean time the stricken woman was 
leftlying entirely unattended, and it was 
quitea time hefore medical assistance 
reached her, and she was removed tothe 
hospital. 


TOBACCO DUTIES RAISED.

Steam Navigation Co., which sailed from 
Shanghai Oct. 8 with passengers for Hong 
Kong. The officials said they supposed the 
machinery of the Bokhara had broken down 
during a typhoon in the Chinese Sea, and 
she was proceeding under sail. The steamer 
Bombay and the British cruiser Porpolise 
have been dispatched from Hong Kong to 
search for the Bokhara. 


EARTHQUAKE SHOCK.

Tenement. 


MEMBERS OF NINETEEN FAMILIES FLEE 
FOR THEIR LIVES, 


Wife Beater Treated to a Dose of Rawhide 
—Peter Wagner Attempted Murder and 
Committed Suicide—A Jealous Lover 
Kills His Sweetheart—Criminal News 
and Brief Mention. 


New York, Oct. 15.—An attempt was made 
early this morning to burn the large tene- 
meut, 130 Attorney street, for the sake of in- 
surance money, andthe lives of a number of 
human beings were thereby jeopardized. 
The fire started in the barber-shop of Abra- 
ham Katz, on the ground floor, but was ex- 
tinguished before any serious loss had been 
done. The nineteen families that had apart- 
ments inthe building had been aroused by the 
cry of fire and fled into the street, making 
their escape by means of the fire escapesand 
stairways. An investigation by the Fire 
Marshal revealed unmistakable evidence 
that the fire wasof incendiary origin. In 
some of the drawers of the barber shop were 
found a quantity of rags saturated with 
kerosene. Katz has not been arrested, but 
itis thought he will be. He has already told 
a number of conflicting stories with regard to 
his whereabouts at the time of the fire. Ho 
generally slept inasmall bedroom ig the 
rear of the barber shop, but did not occupy 
it last night.

THREE HOMESTEAD STRIKERS UNDER ARREST 


AS DYNAMITERS. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 15.—Three strikers 
named Dugan, Clemens and Gibson, were 
arrested inthe Homestead Steel-works last 
night. They are being Kept under a strong 
guard, and will be brought to Fittsburg to- 
day. Thursday night the non-union men 
, were scared by a report that gome strikers 
were in the mill with dynamite. Gen.-Supt. 
Potter was notified, and search 
began. He first laughed at the 
report, but later got wind of something that 
made him keep his eyes open. Last night 
one of the under superintendents reported 
having discovered three men acting suspic- 
iously. Mr. Potter hunted them up and con- 
cluded to order theirarrest. One hundred 
pounds of dynamite were purchased in Pitts- 
burg by strangers some weeks ago, accord- 
ing to the statements of Carnegie Co. detec- 
tives. The bomb used at the Mansion House 
several nights ago is alleged to be part of 
this quantity. 


BUCK WILKERSON HANGED. 

BELTON, Tex., Oct. 15.—About the 2lst of 
June last year Buck Wilkerson, a negro,shot 
and killed his wife while she was rocking in 
a chair on the froti(gallery of her residence. 
He escaped and a po pursued. While in 
pursuit one of the party was also shot dead 


by Wilkerson. He got away to Mexico, but 
was afterward captured, brought back, tried 
for wife murder and sentenced to death, and 
at 2:30 o’clock yesterday he was hung outside 
the jail. The execution was witnessed by 
5,000 people. He appeared on the scaffold in 
anew sult of blue, and @ white shirt and 
silk necktie. He made a full confession 
of the crime, and said he also intended to 
kill Sam Keys, another negro. He said he 
had made it right with God and was going 
direct to Heaven. He rested easy last night, 
said he was feeling good, drank some wine 
this morning, butcould not eat. we fixed 
the time for the drop himself. On the scaf- 
fold he Knelt and made quite a lengthy 
prayer, and as he ascended the scaffold he 
sang ‘‘I am so glad that Jesus loves me,’’ 
He said the killing of W. Hamilton, the mem- 
ber of the posse, was accidental, but the 
other intentional. Religious services were 
held on the scaffold. 


A ROYAL SWINDLER. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 15.—Christian D. 
Jagd, a member of a Danish royal family and 
a florist in this city, is missing. His partner, 
Henry C. Henking, charges him with swin- 
dling to the extent of $600. His father belongs 
to the King’s court, being Secretary of the 
Treasury of Denmark. The missing man Is a 
brother of Miss Ellen Jagd, who left her 
father’s householda year ago and became 
infatuated on shipboard with a stranger. 
The two were about to be married when 
Christian Jagd found his sisterin New York 
and broke off the match. Secretary Jagd has 
been in the Danish Congress forty-two years, 
and his family is said to be one of the highest 
of the royal house of Denmark. 


DOSED WITH RAWHIDES. 

Owosso, Mich., Oct. 15.—Jobn Palmer, an 
employe of the Owosso Tool Co., has been in 
the habit of whipping and shamefully abus- 
ing his wife. On Thursday he was warned by 
his fellow-workmen to stop or troublé would 
follow. It was found that he still persisted 
in his brutal practice and last night eighteen 
masked men surrounded his house, each 
armed with a whip. Palmer had all the 
doors and windows barricaded and, armed 
withanax and a razor, fought hard.

The mob half- 
stripped Palmer and tied him toa stake,each 
man giving hima hard lash. The wife then 
threw herfelf between him and the crowd 
and begged for mercy, saying that she for 
gave him but would leave him.

William J. McKenzie,a young man about 22 


» years of age, employed at the Samuel C. 


establishment,- fell to 
the floor with a bullet in Mis body. 
The dancing master, Prof. R. Maurice 
Adams,’ stood OVer the prostrate form a min- 
ute, Witha revolver in nis hand, and then 
ran through °* the crowd toward 
the orchestra in the south end 
of the hah sand beckoned them 
to goon with the music which had ceased 
the instant the report of the revolver was 
heard, The exciting scene which was m@ean- 
while transpiring in the hall 
frightened the musicians, and 
they did not obey the professor. 
Men and women rushed forthe doors and a 
few girls fainted. But the crowd quickly 
recovered from their te-ror and turned 
toward the professor with the gun to 
wreak revenge. It would have gone 
badly with him had not Sergt, Gaffney and 
several patrolmen rushed into the hail, 
barred the doors and placed Adams under 
arrest. Then the police and the 
jriends of tne wounded young man 
went. over to the spot near the Jefferson ave- 
nue wall of the hall where Mchenzle 
lay groaning and gasping as if in 
his death agony. It was seen that 
be was dangerously if not fatally wounded. 
Dr. Tukolske, who has an Office close by, was 
called. He examined McKenzie and found 
that the bullet had touched the apex 
of the left lungand ranged backward and 
upward, lodging inthe back. A vehicle was 
pressed into service and McKenzie was taken 
to. his .tbome, No. 409 Montrose avenue. 
The young man feared that his 
hour had come and he sent for a priest to 
repare him fortheend. Adams was lodged 
nthe Fifth District Station and was this 
morning removed to the holdover at the Four 
Courts to await the issue of \ckhenzte’, 
-4niuries. The doctor stated this morning 
that the young man’s condition was most se- 
'Yious, though there was no immediate dan- 
ger ofdeath, but septic fever might ensue 
and inthat event his chances for recovery 
‘werg very slim. The buliet ts still jn his 
body and can not be extracted. 
ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 
The stories of the origin of the trouble are 
very conflicting. A call was made at the 
residence of the young man this morning, 
and his sister said thatasiar asthe doctor 
andthe family could learn from McKenzie 
be approached the professor and asked him 
toapologize foran insult which he claimed 
Adams had offered toa young lady ona pre- 
vious occasion. Adams asked whether the 
young lady was MeKenzie’s sisterand being 
answered inthe newative, irefused to apolo- 
gize. McKenzie then struek Adams, who 
drew bis revolver and fired. Miss Mchenzie 
was loth to give the name of 
the young lady, because, she said, 
the giri was not atthe halilastevening. She 
finally said that she was a certain ‘Miss Lizzte 
Jynan, residing somewhere on North 
Twenty-second street, but she could 
not - tell the exact number. 
Miss McKenzie remarked that the 
family examined their brother’s coat and 
vest closely and couwid not finda bullet hole 
ineither of them. The doctorexplained that 
this was because the bullet entered 
hicKenzie’s body through the arm 
hole of the Vest. This fact 
indicated that young Mckenzie had his left 
arm raised, eitherto protect his head from 
the bullet when he saw Adams draw his 
; weapon, or tostrike the professora second 
biow. The family think that McKenzie was 
&rying to guard his face. 
CLAIM ADAMS WAS JEALOUS,

Prof. Adams was seen at the Four Courts 
W6-day. Hetisa little man about 40 years old 
and refused to make a, statement until he 
upon being 
asked a few questions h@é. changed his mind 
and gave his version of 18° trouble. ‘*This 
Man McKenzie was hugging a giri,’’ said he, 
*tand I merely asked him tye stop. I cannot 
gsliow anything of that kind in my 
place, ang he understands that very 
well. When I saw him with his 
arm around that lady I stepped up, and, ad- 
dressing the crowd rather than McKenzie 
@lone, I said: ‘Boys, that wor’t do here,’ 
and then, speaking to McKenzie, I said, ‘You 
must kéep your arm from around that lady’s 
Waist. Thisis not the place for anything of 
that kind.’ McKenzie came to me and said 
thatthe lady with himwas his sister, and 
thatI tadinsulted her. I answered that I 
had tnsuited nobody, and that if he would 
show that the lady he was hugging was 
his sister, I would apologize.

and electoral tickets,’’ he said, ‘‘will have 
almost the united vote ofthe two partjes, 
and nothing can prevent us from carrying 
the State by at: least 25,000 majority. Ihave 
received over 5,000 letters in the past ten 
days assuring me that the Democrats who 
came to this city on Oct. 7, styling them- 
selves as stalwart Democrats, and denounced 
the action of the regular Democratic State 
organization, did not represent the De. 
mocracy of the State or even a _ con- 
siderable minority. Ihave abundant evl- 
dence in my possession that this so-called 
stalwart Democratic movement was worked 
up in. the interest of the Republican candli- 
dates, and Republicans have been helping on 
the movement trom itsinception. I believe 
about three hundred delegates were present, 
and) we are prepared to show that 
at least nine-tenths of that number 
cameto the convention on railroad passes 
furnished to them through Republican 
influence, The leading men of the move- 
ment, including the chairman of their State 
Committee, boldly announce that they are 
going to support the Republican ticket. Ido 
not believe the 70,000 Democratic voters of 
Kansas will be influenced by these kind of 
Democrats.

The 
country Democrats will vote straight for 
fusion. Itisthis division which makes the 
situation unpleasant for both the Democratic 
and Republican Central Committees. 

The Republican committee hardly knows 
what todo with ex-Senator Ingalls, and only 
a few appointments for him have been made 
inthis State. It is an oper secret that Re- 
publican politicians from interior counties 
have requested the State Central Committee 
not, to send Ingalls totheir vicinity because 
of the alleged dissatisfaction among Demo- 
crats with the fusion ticket. Thereisnota 
Democrat in the State wo does not hate In- 
galls, and any speech he might make would 
only serve to still more firmly attach them to 
the fusion ticket. } 

The night in Jerry Simpson’s district is 
growing warmer. Simpson has refused to 
meet his opponent in joint discussion, giving 
as his reason that he don’t propose to draw 
crowds for the Republicans. Heisnow mak- 
ing two and sometimes three speeches daily. 
His meetings are notas large as they were 
two years ago, which the Republicans regard 
asa favorable indication. Simpson’s ma- 
jority two years ago was nearly §,000, which 
it will be almost impossible for the Repub- 
licans to overcome. 


STONE AND WARNER. 


THEY MET IN JOINT DEBATE AT KAHOKA YES- 
' TERDAY. 

KAHOKA, Mo., Oct. 15,.—This unpretentious 
little city was crowded yesterday as it never 
was before. The occasion was the joint dis- 
cussion between Col. William J. Stone, the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, and 
Maj. William Warner, the leader of the Re- 
publican forces, who expects to iand right 
side up inthe Executive Mansion at Jefferson 
City on his ‘‘New Missouri’’ idea. The joint 
debate, as everybody knows, was the acci- 
dental clash of appointments at this place. 


The Republican State Committee appointed 
Warner to speak here yesterday and the 
Democratic Committee not knowing of the 
appointment assigned Col. Stone for the 
same time and place. It wasa great day for 
political oratory, and it was likewise a great 
day for Kahoka, as one of the townsmen put 
it when he saw the thousands of strangers 
pouring in from ali directions. 

At noon the limited hotel accommodations 
were taxed to their utmost and the reception 
composed of the Democratic and Republican 
leaders, had to work Jike beavers to care for 
the visitors. Clubs representing both parties 
came in from the adjoining counties, and 
there was a big delegation from Iowa. The 
lowa delegation carried the Cleveland and 
Stevenson banner, but did most of the yell- 
ing far Gov. Boles. 

PROMINENT VISITORS. 

Prominent among the visitors were: State 
Auditor Seibert, State Committeemen A. O. 
Sherwood and John H. Carroll, Congressman 
w. H. Hatch, Warden Morrison of the Peni- 
tentiary, President Felix Hughes of the Keo- 
kuk & Western Railroad, Chairman J. H. 
Bothwell of the Republican State Committee, 
Dr. E. McKee of Kahokxa, Judge Ben.

IOWA ANALYZED. 


THE SITUATION FULL OF ENCOURAGEMENT TO 
: DEMOCRATS. 

Des Mornes, Io., Oct. 15.—The campaign 
has progressed far enough that the situation 
in Iowa as it now appears may be analyzed, 
and deductions that are reliable may be made 
thercfrom. The situation ts fullof encour- 
agement forthe Democratic party. The en- 
couraging feature of last year’s campaign 
was the enthusiasm manifested in the 
gathering together of magnificent audiences 
to hear Gov. Boles. His addresses of 


this year even exceed those of last, and 
the meetings addressed by the Governor 
ages the past four weeks were the largest 
in number of any similar series of meetings 
ever held inthe State. They have been held 
almost entirely in the western half ofthe 
State, the meetings at Hampton and Clarion 
being the only exceptions. All have been 
paeey. agricultural meetings; as they might 
called, on account of the large number ol 
farmers who have been in attendance. 

This is a most encouraging sign, as it indi- 
cates that the farmers of Iowa are studying 
political questions with a desire to fully 
comprehend them, and the clear, concise 
and thorough presentation of the issues they 
hear from Gov. Boies is of a character that 
they can understand. 

The sensation of the past few days in Iowa 
politics has been the action ofa band of Re- 
publican schemers and wire pullers, who it 
is Claimed are working under direct orders 
from Gen. Clarkson. They are working on 
the sympathies of Democratic sol- 
diers, or trying to, and 
flooding the State with lit- 
erature which places Grover Cleveland asa 
shining example of an enemy to the soldiers. 
They are banded together under the name of 
the Union Veteran’s League,and the circulars 
they are using are quite iengthy. They open 
by quoting an ante-nomination utterance of 
Gen. Dan Sickles in opposition tothe noml- 
nation of Mr. Cleveland, intending that it 
shall be taken as an expression of the Gen- 
eral’s in opposition to the election of Mr.

Mr. Wanamaker, as Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, has ruled that it is improper for 
postmasters to furnish addresses of citizens 
to parties asking for thenr. On the other 
hand, Mr. Wanamaker, as proprietor of a 
hymnal bargain counter, has asked post- 
masters to send him addresses. of 
citizens. Thus the  bargain-counter 
of Mr. Wanamaker is_. defy- 
ing his Postmaster-General side 
and the situation would be exceedingly 
complicated if it were not that the Post- 
master-General has put in a saving clause 
in behalf of the bargain counter proprietor.

A SECOND EMANCIPATION.

Signs are numerous that the negroes of 
this country are undergoing a second 
emancipation. The termination of chattel 
slavery was only the first step toward free- 
dom from the mental and moral bondage 
of ignorance in which the race was 
plunged. This second emancipation is 
necessarily aslow processand may take 
many years, butitis encouraging to note 
at least a beginning. The negro is begin- 
ning to think for himself and to rely upon 
hisown judgment instead of swallowing 
every thing put before him by one set of 
politicians. 

The most conspicuous example of inde- 
pendence is the wholesale revolt in the 
domination. In 
Alabama the Republican leaders were una- 
ble to cast the negro vote for the People’s 
party. Instead it went largely to the 
Democratic candidates. The same thing 
happened in Arkansas and Georgia. No 
cause can be assigned for this except that 
the negroes do not like Republican mas- 
ters now any better than they liked Demo- 
cratic masters thirty years ago. 

One of many Northern instances oc- 
curred in Chicago a day or two ago when 
Lloyd Wheeler, a negro of some repute, or 
notoriety perhaps, assailed the Republican 
doctrine of protection. He pointed out 
that the workingmen ot the South were 
negroes and pertinently inquired how 
tariff duties helped them: 

Under protectionthe priceof cotton has 
gone down to 6or7 cents a pound. The 
black American workingman of the South 
sells his cotton in the back of the country 
store for 6cents and goes around in front and 
buys in the cheap prints made from itfor 20 
cents. Underthis system he makes about 


$260 a year, twhich must support his wife and 
children. 1 willleave it to those of you who 


-_have been in the Soufrh to decide if that fs not 


all the ordinary black man could make with 
cotton at 6 cents a pound. 

And then he added, ‘‘The Southern white 
man may steal the votes qi the negroes, 
but it is the Northern protectionist who 
steals his earnings.’’ 

It may be said that this man is a profes- 
sional negro ‘‘outforthe stuff’’ and may 
be he is. But if he gets other negroes to 
listen to such important truths ashe is 
telling them there is reason to hope that 
they will solve the race problem by achiev- 
ing for themselves a second emancipation 
as important and val@&ble to them as the 
one effected by the Thirteenth Amendment.

Charles F. Joy Stands by His Declina- 
tion Expressed Yesterday.

HE ADDS EMPHASIS TO HIS REFUSAL TO 
RUN FOR CONGRESS. 


Republican Situation in the Eleventh Con- 
gressional District Mote Complicated 
Than Ever—The Committees Must Act 
Without Delay—Filley and Niedring- 
haus Still Urge Follett’s Indorsement. 


**I stand by my declination, which I Clearly 
and honestly stated inthe Eleventh District 
Republican Congressional Convention in 
Social TurnereHall yesterday afternoon,’’ 
said Charles F. Joy to a PosSt-DISPATCH rep- 
resentative this morning. Mr. Joy spoke in 
an emphatic way and leftno room to doubt 
the sincerity of his declaration. ‘*] went to 
that convention,’’ he said, ‘‘to place in nom> 
ination Mr. J. B. Follett, who has already 
been named by the People’s party. I did so, 
and my name was sprung on the conven- 
tion. Despite my positive refusal to become 
a candidate I was given the nomination by 
acclamation over my protest. Then I took 
the platform and again declined. After that 
I left the hall, took a street car and came 
down to my office. Greatly to my surprise, I 
ascertained in the evening that the conven- 
tion adjourned after having declared me the 
nominee. I must positively declare that I 
willnotrun. The Congressional Committee, 
which has the power to act, must find 
another candidate.’’ 

The convention was a peculiarly managed 
affair, 

When it was opened at 2 o’clock, the word 
was given that ex-Congressman Niedring- 
haus, C. J. Filley, the ‘‘eliminated’’ boss, In- 
ternal Revenue Collector C. F. Wenneker 
and other leaders had reached the conciysion 
that Follett, the People’s party candidate, 
wasthe only man that could beat O’ Neill. 
At the request of these leaders Mr. Joy 
placed Mr. Follett’s name in nomination, de- 
claring that though he was onthe People’s 
party ticket he belleved in the Republican 
platform from Alpha to Omega, not even ex- 
cepting the Force bill. Mr. Joy did not mtnce 
words, he calied the Lodge bill the ‘‘force 
bill,’’ 

It was after Mr. Joy’s speech thatthe con- 
vention rose up almost unanimously and ob- 
jectec to Follett. The Sixth Ward del- 
egation would not have any Follett 
in theirs, deciaring that he had 
been identified with all the isms, excepting 
Republicanism, for more than fifteen years. 

George D. Reynolds, the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, then made a long speecti, 
urging Joy, and he was nominated. Then he 
declined, for the second time, and left the 
hall. 

It was then Dr. Bryant, the colored leader, 
urged the nomination of John C, Higdon, the 
patent lawyer. The roll was being called 
and it looked as though Higdon might be 
nominated when Archie Carr got up and 
shouted: ‘‘Charley Joy will ran!’’ 

Somebody moved that the nomination be 
made unanimous and considerable confusion 
followed, Before order could be restored, 
Chairman Fairback declared Joy the unantl- 
mous choice and adjourned the convention. 

The new Congressional Committee was 
notified to-day that it would have to S&e- 
lect another eandidate. Chairman J. UH. 
Walkenhorst received the notification and 
agreed jto call the committee together to- 
night. The conmrmittee has onlya few days 
left to make the nomination. 

Now that the Congressional Committee has 
the naming of the candidate it is considered 
very probabie that Tom Niedringhaus will 
have his sayand the nomination will go to 
Follett. 

Turner Lewis Elected Chairman. 

The new Twelfth District Democratic Con 
gressional Committee met last night and 
effected an organization. All the members 
were present, but Congressman Cobb was 
prevented from attending by reason of an 
engayement outside the city. 

When nominations were asked for Chair- 
man Edgar Skinner of the Twentieth and 
Turner T. Lewis ofthe Twenty-second were 
hamed. On the ballot Lewis won by a de- 
cistve majority. This was a very compll- 
mentary act on the part of Mr. Cobb’s friends 
in the committee, as it was Mr. Lewis 
who largely directed Mr. Church’s canvass 
in the preliminary skirmish.

He Saw Josie Simmons’ Dead Body Be- 
fore Her Mother Did. 


a 


THE BOY CALLED AT THE HOUSE TO 
DELIVER A PAPER. 


Through the Kitchen Window He Saw 
Something Stretched on the Floor and 
it Frightened Him—Evidence at the 
Inquest To-Day~The Hearing Oon- 
tinued Until Tuesday. 


The funeral of Josephine Simmons, the 
young lady murdered by an unknown man at 
her home in the western suburbs last Tues- 
day, took place at 1:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon from the family residence, the 
scene of the poor girl’s eruel murder. It was 
very largely attended by neighbors and fel- 
low-members of the Congregational Mission 
Church, of which Miss Simmons was the 
treasurer, the line of carriages that followed 
the hearse from the lonely little cottage on the 
hilitop making the most impressive funeral 
train ever seen in that neighborhood. The 
remains were interred in Bellefontaine Cem 
etery, the service and scene at the graveside 
being most affecting. 

Yesterday afternoon also Chief of Detec- 
tives Desmond visited the scene of the mur- 
der. Hefound that Mr, and Mrs. Volz, the 
nearest neighbors of the Simmonses, and the 
first to reach the scene after Mrs. Simmons 
discovered the dead body of her daughter, 
had not accompanied the funeral of 
Josie Simmonsto Bellefontaine. They had 
attended the services at the house 
and had them returned to their own home on 
the adjacent hilltop, about 200 yards distant. 
Uhief Desmond secured Volz’ story in full, 
which has not yet been told in detall. 

VOLZ’ sToRY. 

Volz stated that on the day of the murder he 
had left the Cheltenham Brick Works, where 
he is employed, about 8 o’clock or shortly 
afterward. Onarriving at his home he found 
his wife absent, and a window on the north 
side broken, showing that a burglar 
had entered’ the house. He’ entered 
the house by the same window. He made no 
e6xXxamination to find what the burglar had 
stolen, but went into the front yard and be- 
gan work on a frame whichthe was making. 
He was at work when his wife returned from 
a visit to her sister at Cheltenham, about ten 
minutes later. He told her how the burglar 
had entered the house in her absence, but 
they made no search to discover what had 
fbeen stolen. Volz had not seen or passed 
any one on his way home from the 
Cheltenham Brick Works, When, two hours 
later, he heard Mrs, Simmons’ agonizeda 
shrieks from the front yard of her residence, 
Volz was sitting at the north end of the front 
porch of his home. He had gone over to the 
Simmons house and the story of what he saw 
there has already been told. It was after the 
excitement following the discovery of the 
Simmons tragedy that Volz investigated the 
results of the burglar’s visit to hisown home 
finding that only his son’s watch and 
his G. A. R. hat had been stolen. The 
blood-stained Derby hat left in its 
stead was not found until about 9 o’clock 
that night. There were no biood stains on 
the window through which the burglar Is 
supposed to have entered the Volz residence, 
noron the floors. While it was necessary 
for the burglar to break through a pane of 
glass in that window, there was another 
window, toward the rear of the house, which 
Chief Desmond opened from the outside by 

ressing it with his hand, the window open- 
ng in a groove sidewise. A rear win- 
dow was opened with equal ease, 
and the front-door lock was found also to be 
defective, sothat the burglar had selected 
the one only difficult point of entranee to the 
Volz house, The broken window is in full 
view of the Foster-fesidence to the north. 
Either the burglar entering first, or Mr. Volz 
later, could have been plainly seen by Mrs, 
Foster had that lady chanced to look towards 
the Volz residence. Mr. Volz had entered 
about4o’clock. it was at 3o’clock that Mrs. 
Foster had heard the one sudden scream from 
the direction of the Simmons house. Had the 
assailant of Josie Simmons gone ina nor- 
therly direction after the crime, he should 
have been seen by Mr. Volz, then on his way 
home from his work. 

The hour set for resuming the inquest at 
the Four Courts was 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Before that time Chief of Detectives 
Desmond had sent out tothe Simmons resi- 
dence and procured the blood-stained cloth- 
ing of murdered Josie Simmons, which is to 
be examined by the City Chemist. Mr. and 
Mrs. Volz appeared att Four Courts about 
10 o’ clock and Volz was taken aside from his 
wife by the detectives. He had also en 
made to account for his movements on that 
day, and taken by the detectives to various 
parties to prove certain statements as to his 
whereabouts up to 3:15 o’clock p. m. when he 
had left the Cheltenham brick works for his 
home, The clothes worn by olz on 
the day Josie Simmons 
dered were also

cupation. 

Mrs. Volz appears to be greatly shaken by 
the murder, and stated to a i /PosrT- 
DISPATCH morning that

her three children go to school and that thus 
she is left alone in the hotise and she im- 
agines she hears footsteps behind herin the 
house all gay. 

THE INQUEST. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock to-day thie inquest 
bexan before Deputy Coroner Meade. 

The first witness examined was little Ed- 
ward Volz, the 12-year-old son of Mr. Volz 
neighbor of the Simimons. On Tuesday last 
he was at home, arriving there about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, from school, ent 
over to the Simmons residence about 6:35 
o’clock to deliver papers. Stood at the 
kitchen door and saw something lying on the 
floor near the stove. Got frightened 
and ran away. The something looked 
like a roll of carpet. Had told an officer about 
it, and had also told his father, Told the of- 
ficer he thought it was Josie. His father had 
ge it was a rollofcarpet.

itchen. The windows were not open, 
Could not see Josie Simmons’ head on the 
floor.

Initial Meeting of American Delegates to 
the Monetary Conference — Treasury 
Department Decisions—Coffee Product 
Reports—Data Concerning the Solar 
Eclipse~Personal and General Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 15.—The Census 
Office yesterday made public bulletins on the 
statistics of manufacturers in 1890 in the 
citles of Milwaukee, Kansas City and St. 
Paul, Minn, The figures for Milwaukee show 
that 2,867 establishments reported tothe cen- 
sus of 1890, representing 174 industries and a 
eapital of $64,285,595. The number of hands 
employed was 41,127, to whom $19,298,998 was 
paid in wages, $51,717,457 is given as the cost 
ofthe materials used and $91,354,933 as the 
value of the product. After subtracting from 
the statistics of 1890 those of certain industries 
which were omitted from the census reports 
of 1880, the following percentages of increase 
have been found: Number of establishments 
reported, 181.64; capital invested, 227.03; nuim- 
ber of hands employed, 84.25; wages paid, 
161.41; cost of materials used, 72.81; value of 
product at works, 101.99; population of city, 
76.90; assessed valuation of city, 88.78. 

As to Kansas City the number of establish- 
ments reported in 1890 was 1,473, representing 
123 industries anda capital of $12,708,990. To 
the 14,692 hands employed $9,360,323 was paid 
in wages. The cost of materials used in 1890 
was $16,276,004, and the value of the product 
$31,571,559, After making the proper reduc- 
tions as indicated in the case of Milwaukee 
the following percentages of increase for the 
year 1890 over that of 1880 were given: 
Number of establishments reported, 494.64; 
capital invested, 482,61; number of hands 
empioyed 434.42; wages paid, 522.94; cost of 
materials used, 324,25; value of products at 
works, 376.85; population of city, 137.91. 

Astost, Paul, the number of establish- 
ments reporting in 1890 is given as 1,421, rep- 
resenting 116 industries and an aggregate 
Capital of $21,438,588.

The Notod Cattle Painter’s Works Now 
on Exhibition at the Art Museum. 


The reception and private view of the 
works of William H. Howe at the Museum of 
Fine Arts last evening to annual members 
and members of the press was wellattended, 
despite the inclement weather. ir.

PACIFIC SLAVE TRADE. 


Gilbert Islanders Soldto Guatemala Coffee 
Pisaters. 

SAN FRANCI®CO, Cel., Oct, 15.—A morning 
paper contains a lengthy account of the 
cruise of the steamer Montserat, which ar- 
rived here Thursday from San Jose de Guate- 
mala, aiter having landed in Guatemalan 
ports 388 natives of the Gilbert Islands, who 
were delivered to wealthy plantation owners 
of Central America under contract for aterm 
offive years. The account is written by a 


reporter who left here on the Montserat in 
Aprillastinthe guise of a sailor and accom- 
panied her on the entire voyage. The aecount 
declares that the Montserat was a slave ship, 
that the natives were sold in Guatemala for 
$100a@ head, the amount being taken inthe 
guise Of ‘*‘passage money.’’ It states that 
the steamer visited a number of places in the 
Gilbert group,and shows that most question- 
able methods were resorted to to get natives 
aboard the steamer and were frightened into 
signing a contract and then their parents 
and older relatives, not being willing to part 
with them, would go aboard also. A number 
of old men and women and young children 
were among those secured. Upon the arrival 
at Guatemala, the plantation owners 
would isOmetimes demur at pay- 
ing for such helpless labor and these 
victims would then be presented to 
them in consideration of their paying for the 
more able-bodied ones,. The manager of the 
expedition was W. H. Ferguson, who was 
also connected with another alleged slave 
ship, the ill-fated Tahiti, which sunk with 
400 Gilbert Islanders aboard. The reporter 
States that during the visit of the Montserat 
to the islands Ferguson deceived the island. 
ers as to the fate of their countrymen on the 
Tahiti, and told them they were safely landed 
in Mexico and were enjoying great pros- 
perity. The account also states that of the 
400 Gilbert, Islanders who were taken to 
Guatemala two years ago under the same 
conditions to work on plantations there, only 


-180 are alive now, the others having suc- 


cumbed to fevers and other diseases.

JAHNE IS FREE. 


New York’s Boodling Alderman Finished 
His Imprisonment. 


SING SInG, N. Y., Oct. 15.—Henry W. Jahne,: 


the so-called New York ex-boodle Alderman, 
walked out of Sing Sing Prison this morning 
a free man. He served six years, four 
months and twenty-seven days of his sen- 
tence of nine years and ten months at hard 
labor. The prison is opened at 6a. m., and 
in fifteen minutes after that time Jahne was 
at the office receiving his possessions that he 
left there when he entered Sing Sing. He 


looked better than he did when walking 
the streets of iNew York. In fact 
he has gained twenty pounds 
during his confinement in prison. There was 
no one at the prison to see Jahne leave ex- 
cept Head Keeper Connaughton and Clerk 
Dillon and a reporter of the Assoclated Press. 
It had been stated that Jahne would be liber- 
ated at 7:30 o’clock, but Jahne wished to get 
out earlier and to get to New York unob- 
served. Hehad so planned matters that by 
the time he had said good-bye to the Keepers 
and arrived at the depot the 7o’clock train 
could be caught, but he was just a minute 
too late and had to walt until 7:23, and these 
twenty-three minutes were like so many 
hours. tie nervously paced up and down the 
platform of the depot until he was recog: 
nized, and then he did his walking behind 
some freight cars gcross thetrack. He did 
not take the suit gf¥en by the prison author- 
ities, but was attired in a neat business suit 
of black and@ light fall overcoat and swung 
a silver-handJed cane. He looked lke a 
prosperous business man—happy and 
healthy. 

To a press representative Jahne sala: ‘‘I’m 
going out into the world witha serious 
handicap, butI will come out all right. Re- 
garding the details of my plans, I cannot 
The stories thatI have money hidden 
away are absolutely false. There has also 
been areportthatI had prepared a state- 
ment detailing at lengththe Broadway fran- 
chise deal. That also is untrue.’’ 

**What have you to say on that interesting 
subject?’’ was asked. 

**Not one word,’’ remarked Jahne, and as 
he quickly looked up and down the tracks he 
said impatiently: ‘‘Why doesn’t the train 
come? It seems as if I never would get 
home.’’ 

Upon his arrivalin the city Jahne went as 
fast as he could to his wife and children, who 
are living at 45 Vandam street.

200,000 to $100,000,000, Dr. Green said: ‘‘*The 
charter stipulates that the lines shall be ex- 
tended from the sale of capital stock and not 
otherwise.’’ 

And further along in his report he re- 
marked: ‘‘Indefinite disposition of the pro- 
posed increase of stocks has been determined 
upon. in the stockholders (at the special 
meeting cated for Oct. 25) the necessary au- 
thority, the Board of Directors, will deter- 
mine such disposition of new stock as shall 
be for the best interest of the company.’’ 

Quite naturally Wall Street men regard Dr. 
Green’s language as indicating that the West- 
ern Union people propose to pay for the 
Postal Telegraph property with new Western 
Union stock. Mr. George J. Gould Says that 
he knows of no negotiations looking tothe 
acquisition of the Postal Telegraph Co. by 
the Western Union,
